Me Btowart Lookhnrt’s report on the 
New territory, dated Uctober 8, 1898, ac- 
cupies sixteen pazes of the Gazette, Wo 
take the following extracta from it :-—- 


PRODUCTS, 

Rice ia tha principal article of cultivation 
end the quality of this product ix so highly 
ostoomed. that a quantity of it ie export- 
ed to San Francisco for tho use of the 
‘Chinese vesident there, There is also a 
large area of land dovoted to the growing 
of sugar cane, indigo, hemp, peanuts, 
potatoes, of different variotics, yam, taro, 
beans, sesstaum, pumpkins, and vegetables 
of sll kinds, 

Experiments sro now being made to as- 
certain whether the cotton plant will flour- 
ish in the nowly-leased area, and thore

There are 
no extensive forests, but acme of the lower 
hills are clothed with pine-trees, and round 
many of the villages are found thick clumps 
of well-grown troes and groves of-bamboo, 


- POPULATION, | 

There are no reliable statistics possessed 
by the Chinese Government of the pressnt 
population of the San Oa. District, Re 
fay opment da besn ne 
cessary to base an estimate of the popula: 
tion on inquiries made from the in- 
habitanta of the villages and on personal 
inspection of the villages themaelves, 
With thors, as guides it is estimated that 
the population of the new territory, in- 
eluding the Sham Chun and Shatai Kok 
divisions, and allowing 8,000 for that por- 
tion of tho Shateu division, whioh will 
most probably be inclided in the new area, 
smounts in round figures to one hundre 
thousand (100,006). 

Tho population is contoingd in alz maia 
divisions, inhabiting 423 villages. These 
villages vary in population from 10 to 
5,000 persons. 

The castern-portion of the district, boing 
More mountainous and less fertile, is not ao 
thickly populated asthe western portion. 
The Uh Long Tung, or the division in- 
dluding tha fertile valleya and plains of 
Pat Heung and Shap Pat Heung, is tho 
Most’ populous, its population, amountin; 
fo 23,020, being distributed sarong 38 
villages. The Sheung © Tang or western 
division, ‘though-much larger in area than 
the Un Long division, contains a popula- 
tion of only 20,876, distributed. among no 
fewer than 182 villages. é 

The total area -of tho territory to bi 
leased being 376 square miles, the popula- 
tion is ubout 266 persons to the aquare 
mile. Though by uo mesns at present 
thickly populated, it is anticipated that 
when the new territory comes under 
British occupation its population will 
rapidly increase. 

INDUSTRIES, 

The population is chiefly occupied in the 
cultivation of tho soil with the various crops 
produced. But in addition to agricultural 
pursuita there are large fisheries, in which 
many persons are engaged, in the bays sur- 
rounding the territory on the east, south, 
and west, fishing being carried on chiefly 
by means of stako-nots. The fish are sorted, 
salted, and sun-dried, and exported to 
yatiaus markets. The trade in salt tish is 
oue of the most important, and emyloys a 
large number of persons. “ 

Pearl fisheries exist. in Tolp. harhonr, 
where poarls of yalue are said to ba some- 
times found. 

In addition to salt-water fish the rearing 
of fresh-water fish in p:nds for the Hong- 
kong market-and-elsewhero occupios the 
attention of the villagers of the Un Long 
division. 

The cultivation of oysters is also carried 
on to a large axtont, especially in Deep Bay. 

Lime burning is am important induatry, 
coral.and. oyster-shells being in the place 
of lime-stone. ‘The largest lime-burning 
works secon were near Castle Peak Buy, 
where cval obtained from Hongkong was 
being used as fuel. Lime was alao‘being 
burnt st Taipo'\Hu, Shat'au Kok, Sha Tin, 
Ts'an Wan, P’ing Shan, and other places 
visited. It is understood that a groat deal 
of the limo used in Hongkong is imported 
from the San On district. 3 

The manufacture of bricks and the quar- 
rying of stones enable the inhabitants to 
obtain building material.at a cheap rato. 

Salt is. manufactured in seversl places. 
Salt pans were seen. at Shat‘su Kok and 
Castle Peak Bay... ‘ 

The indigo grown in the district is used 
for dyeing cloth, both men and. women be- 
ing engaged in the work of dyeing. '

Canton and Kowlyon has been nivo-ed for 
a long time, and some years ago a gurvey of 
the country, throigh which a line uiiglt 
pass, was made on behalfof a syndicate uf 
Obinesc, But the scheme spgaata to have 
been ubandoned, and nothing -mure was 
heard of it until quite recuntly, when 
it again came under considerstin:., and ix, 
I understand, at present being discussed, 
. If « ratlway be constructed bet#tcen Can- 
ton and Kowloon, there can be-no doubt 
that such a line would greatly aid the 
devolopmant of the new territory, through 
& portion of which it would pass, and would 
be of great commercial and political im- 
portance, as {t would unite more closely 
with Hongkong the great conimercial city 
of Ssuthern’ Ubing and the taany towns 
lying between the eity of Canton and that 
colony. :

Tha boundary line indicated on the ma 
altached to the Convention (Map I.) * is the 
shortest line from fea to sea iat could be 


found, measuring on the maponly eleven{1]) ; 


miles, Following the river froin Deep Bay 
to Sham Chun and the ruad from tho latter 

ince to Starling Inlot, the actual distance 
is about thirteen (13) miles. 

This boundary line in open to great .ob- 
jection. It outa in Lio the rich vatley of 
which Sham Chun ia the centre, and, while 
excluding that town, divides the villages in 
the valley hitherta linked together by-family 
tics and common interests, and at present 
separated, so far as the river extends, by 
about 100 feet of a tidal river,and onwards 
fmm. Sham Chun to Absrling gBilnt-hy.no, 
boundaty whatever. Ail these villages re- 
gard Sham Chun as their central and most 
important market, whore they dispose af 
their goods and make thor purchases; 
and much difficulty and friction would be 


cartain to arise if the villages on one side of- 


the atream or road come under British juris- 
diction whilst those on the other remain 
under Chinese rule. _ 

Another important reison’ why Sham 
Chun should not be excluded from the area 
to be leased ia thatit {s the seat of the 
Head Council of tha tocal as opposed to the 
Imperial Government, represented by the 
district magistrate, who renides at Namt‘ou, 
This Head Council controls ‘idl the village 
and other tribunals throughout the Tung 
Ld or Enstern Division of the San On dis- 
tract, which ia that portion of the district 
included iu the Convention, and exercises 
great influence in avery village. _- 

Agrin, it must ba remombaged that the 
chief industry of the villages in the val- 
lays is cultivation of rice, for which an am- 
ple and constant supply of- water is neces- 
sary. If the boundary line indicated on the 
Convention map be followsd, endless dispute 
as to water rights betweon villages under 
British and Chinese juriediction are certain 
to ensuo ; -dissatisfaction will be created ; 
and tho task of government will be rendor- 
ed more difficult. 

The proposed Loundary would also 
render smuggling an easy matter, which, in 
view of the pledge given to China,. ought to 
be avoided. 

The disadvantages of having @ Chinese 
town just outside British #territory have 
been experienced in the easy.of Kowloon, 
which for yeara has been a surce of never- 
ceasing trouble and constant friction be- 
tween the Governmenta of Hongkong and 
China. . History will certainly repeat itself 
if Sham Chun bo allowed to remain in Chi- 
nese territory. : 

In the opinion of all those acquainted 
with the country, whether belonging to the 
naval, military, or -civil servicés, it is 
essential, in the interesta of good Gevern- 
ment, and in order tu maintain friendly 
relations with China, that the town of Sham 
Chun should be included in tie lease. 

Y The boundary between two countrice, 
which leads ‘to least frictior; is eithor a 
broad and deep river or the ridges of hills 
forming the watersheds of diffrent valleys. 
Ta the San On district thers, is no broad 
river such as would form s suitable boun- 
dary. But thero aro ridges of hilla which 
could be utilised for that purpose. 

This proposed line, which includes the 
important town of Sham Chun and the 
land to the north and eaat of Mirs Bay and 
‘to the west of Deep Bay,-saruis « good, 
natural boundary, running.along the crest 
of the hills, is easy of defgnce, and would 
help to chbok srouggling.j™ It renders un- 
necessary the separation ofvil'ages hitherto 
united, removes. ail” danger of disputes 
about waterfyights, and obvistes any inter- 
ferences with the present system of local 
self-government, on the support of which 
the success of British administration in the 
new terril ust t extent depend.

‘ST he city of Kowloon is tailed in Chinese 

Keow Lanes Shing. The vec Shedag ix the 
ordinaly one used for a city by the Chi- 
nese. It originally seeins to have signified 
& rampart, surrounding & space; but it is 
now always applied to a city surrounded 
by a wali or rampart, as all Chinese cities 
are, The Convention refers to the reten- 
-tion of jurisdiction ‘within the dty of 
Kowloon,’ thus cluarly showing that the 
tcalled city is meant, : 

Kowluon is situated about a quarter of 6 
mile from the sea shore. It is enclosed hy 
a stone wal] built in 1847, forming as near- 
ly op possible a payrilulogram, measuring 
700 fect by 400 feet, and enclosing an aroa 
of 8} acres, The wall is built of granite 
ashlar facing, is 15 feet in width at the top, 
and averages in height 12 feet, Tho wall 
hax six watch towers, at present occupied 
as family dwellings, ond two gatoways, with 
dors made of woad and lined with iron 
cheating. Tha parapst wall iq huilt of 
granite, and has 118 ombrasuses. Tt {e ap: 
proached by four flights of stono ‘atopa, 

Acogrding tna totum furnished by the 
Deputy Magistmso, the total pnpulation of

, the Colonel Commanding, “his 
uffiaer fe tho chief wilitary offieor in the 
district of Ban On} fa immedintely anb- 
ordinate tathe Ti Tu, or General in Oom- 
mand of all the Innd forces in the province 
af Kwong-tung. The Colonol’s juris ic- 
ton ia purely & military one, extending 
aver thy wholo distriot of San Ou and the 
islands adjacent thervto. His original 
headquartora wero at Taipang and his offi- 
cinl designation is ati Zetpang Hip or 
Colonel stationed at ‘Taipang, at which 
{place he has o fame, op official quarters. 

fhe reasun forhis haying taken wpa re- 
sidenoo within the city of Kowloon was to 
fluce him in oloaor relations with the Co- 
ony of Hongkong, : 

- As the garrison now under the command 
of the Colgnel is maintained for the defence 
of the district of San On and the adjoining 
| alent & aa the larger portion of that 
distrikp and most of the islands are to be 
leased by the British Govamment, most of 
the soldiers now supposed to exist. under 
the Colonel's command will be dishanded 
or transferred elkewhero, whilst the services 
of those retained will be required not with- 
rie but outside, the.territory refarred to in 
the Convention, The residence, therefore, 
of the Qolonel Commanding and of his 
troops within the city of Kowloon is entize- 
ly unnecessary. But even if it were neoes 
sary, the military roquirementa for the de> 
fenoo of Hongkong must surely rendar it 
imposible to allow the retention, in the 
very heart of the territury, uf a garrison of 
soldiers belonging to a foreign power, haw- 
ever friendly that power may be. 
. The caly civil uificer resident within the 
lcity iss Deputy vagistrate. He is Bp: 
pointed not to contro] the 200 ofvilions ra 
, Hdent within the city, whoare really sub. 
ject to tha military, but ta oxerciso a 
somewhat extensive jurisdiction outside the 
city, th- oughout & large portion of the new 
area. When that area haa been taken 
lover, there appears to be no reason why 
{ this office of Duputy Magistrate should con- 
tinue to exist, as the jurisdiction now 
exorcised by him will be merged in the 
ulisitiatration of the territory under British 
rule. 

The civil population within the “oity of 
Kowloon, amounting to 200, lives there 
simply becunse it ia dependent on the mili- 
tary. It does not engage in trade, there 


being no shops of any kind within the city. + 


If tho military remove from the city, the 
civil population is sure to follow, so thera 
will ba no one remaining over whom a Chi- 
nese officer could exercise jurisdiction. 

Tn ony casu it appears to be entirely in- 
consistent with the military requirements 
for the defence of Hongkong to allow a 
garrison town like Kowloon to be occupied 
permanently by Chinese military officers 
and troaps. Ifthat view be accepted, there 
zeems to be nothing to justifying the reten- 
tion of Chinese jurisdiction in any shape or 
form within the city, for without the garri- 
zon tha population will it. is certain bo 
reduced to nothi 


Shonld any civilians remain after tha 
removal of tho military,-they might bo 
allowed to ostablish a native tribunal pre- 
sided over by the elders and gentry, but 
subject, of course, in tho same way as the 
other native tribunals throughout the terri- 
tary, to the control of the travelling magis- 
trate, und posressing the right of appeal to 
the Council of-the Tang, and finally te tho 
Commi er. : 

: CONCLUSION. ie 

Tn conclusion, it may, I trust, bo gather- 
ed from tho accuunt of tho new territory 
that it will form a valuable extension of 
Hongkong. Itis favourably situated, has

rich soil, and.isinhabited by an industrious, 
hardy, and frogal race."

DO THE PEOPLE OF THR BITLINE 

Sa TLANLS 1 : 

Tho Troaty of Peaca betwoon the United 
States and Spain, ratified several weeks 
ago by the former, having on March 20th 
heen ratified hy the latter, the cassion to 
the United Staten, as stipulated by tha 
Troaty, of the sovereignty which Bpain 
onsosaed and exerciged over the Phillppine 
Falands has now, in accordance with tha 
Tawa of nations, received a complete and 
indefoarililo consummation, 

In order that the high responsibilities 
and obligations with which the United 
States has thus become definitively charged 
may be fulfilled in a way catoulated to pro- 
mote the best interests of the inhabitants 
of the Philippine Tlands, His Excellency, 
the President of the United States, hag ap- 
pointed the undersigned s Civil Conunis- 
awn on Philippine affaira, clothing them 
with ullthe powers negeasary for the oxor- 
dlse of that office, 

The Commission desire to agsura the 
people of the Philippine Islunda of the 
cordial good will and fraternal fecling 
which is entertained for them by His Ex- 
cellency, the President of the United 
States, and by the American people. The 
aim and object of the American Govern- 
ment, ‘apart frum the falfilimant of the 
snlemn obligations it has assumed toward 
the family of nations ty the acceptance of 
sovereignty aver the Philippine Julands, is 
the well heing, the prosperity and hapyi- 
ness af the Philippine people, and their 
elovation and advancement tp 8 position 
among the mout civilized peoples ef the 


world, : 

His Excellency, tho Priaident of the 
United States, believer that this foliclt 
and perfegtion of the Philippine. people fe 
to he brotght sbout by the ausuranco uf 
pescs and order; by tha piarantaa of 
civil and. wligioua Wberey } by tha estab: 
Vshment af justios j hy tha gultivation of 
jatiorg, ncionge and theliheral and pesctioa!

Unfortunately, the pure aims and pur- 
poses of the Amerionn Government and 
people have been misinterpreted to some of 
the inhabitanta of oortain of the Islanda, 
‘Ss 4 aunsequones,. the friendly Amorican 
forces have, without provocation or cause, 
heen openly attacked, 2 

And, why these hostilities? What do the 
heat Filipinos desire 7 Can it-be more than 
the United States is ready to give? Thoy 
ate patriots and want liberty, it is anid. 
The Commission emphatically asserts that 
the United States is not only willing, but 
anxious, to establish in the Bhitippine In- 
lands an enlightened system of government 
under which the Philippine picple may ens 
joy the largest measure of home rule and 
tho amploat liberty consonant with thesun- 
teme ends of government and compatible 
with those obligatiena which the United 
States has assumed toward the civilized 
nations af the world. 

The United States striving earnestly for 
the welfare and advancement of the inhabi- 
tants of the Philippine Islands, there oan 
be yo real -conflict between American 
sovereignty and the. righta and liberties of 
the Philippine people, For, just ag the 
United States atande ready “to furnish 
armies, navies and all the infinita resources 
of great and powerful nation to maintain 
and aupport its rightful supremacy over the 
Philippine Islands, soit ia evan more acli- 
sitous to spread peace and happiness among 
the Pallippino people ; to guarantee them a 
rightful freedom ; to protect them in their 
just privileges and immunities ; to accustom 
them to free self-government in an ever- 
increasing measure ; and tc enconrage them 
in those democratic aspirations and ideals 
which are the promise and potency of a 
fruitful national development, 

It is the expectation of the- Commission 
to visit the Philippine oples in their re- 
spective provinces, both for the purpose of 
cultivating. a more intimate matual ac- 
quaintance and also with a view to ascar- 
taining from enlightened native opinion 
what form or forms of govertment seom 
best adapted to the Philippine peoples, 
most apt to cunduce to their highest wel- 
fare, and most conformable to their cus- 
toms, traditions, sentiments and. cherished 
ideals, Both in the establishment and 
maintenance uf government in the Philip- 
vine Islunds it will ba the policy of the 
United States to consult the yiows and 
wishes, and to secure the advice, co-opera- 
tion and did, of the Philippine people them- 
selved. : a 

In the meantime the attention of the 
Philippine people is invited to certain re. 
gulative principles by which the United 
States will be guided in its relations with 
them. The following are deemed of car- 
dinal importance — 

1. The supremacy of the United States 
must xod will be enforced throughout every 
part of the Archipelago, and thuse who re- 
sist it can accomplish no end other than 
their own ruin, 4 

2. The most umple liberty of self-govera- 
ment will bo granted to the Philippine 
peuple which is reconcilable with the main- 
tenauce of a wise,. stable, effective: and 
ecoummical administration of public wfuirs 
and compatible with.the sovereiga and 
international rights and obligations of the 
United States. 

3. The civil rights of the Philippine 
_people will be guarantecd and protested to 
the tullest extent ; religioua frecdom ss- 
sured ; and all porsons shall have an equal 
standing before the law. 

4, Honor, justice and friendship forbid | 
the use of the Philippine people or Islands 
ag an object or means of exploitation, 
The purpose of the American government 
is tho welfare snd advanciment of tho 
Philippine people. : 

5.°There shall be guaranteed. to. the 
Philippine people an honest and effective 
eivil service in which, to the fullest extent 
practicable, natives shall. be employed.

Lockhart’s report that the total revenue 
from-taxation of the new territory is esti- 
mated at about £16,000, aud this may be 
regarded as the income which you will have 
at your sepa for the first year or two at 
any rato, It should amply suffice to defray. 
the initial cost of a dimple administration 
which at first. will amount to little more 
than supervising local bodies and protecting 
life and property, unless there is a large 
outlay on public works. Some expenditure 
on public works will no doubt, bo necessary 
from the very first, and as the territory pro- 
greases this expenditure may naturally bo 
expected to increase, To meet it Mr Look- 
hart has recontnended that recourse should 
be had to a lean ; but, while I any in prin- 
ciple vot averxe to borrowing for the pur- 
pose of developing a district or province, or 
a oolony. which promises to be remunor- 
ative, I must keep in view the present stato 
of the finances of Hongkong, and if the 
new territory’can be devéloped without 
having recoirsa to a loan it will no doubt 
be preferable. I shall expect to receive 
your recommendations on this point after 
you have considered it in all its bearings. 
Tt would, however, [ think under any cir- 
cumstances bo desirable that the Director 
of Public Works, ‘possibly with other ex- 
pert assistance, should ‘consider ond make 
suggestions as to what publie works, in tho 
nature of roads, bridges, police stations, 
ete.,, should bo undertaken at once, and 
also to advise as to future undertakings. 
Whenever money is availablo for the pur- 
pose it will be desirablo to secure the ser: 
vices of a mining expert to make a detailed 
geological report, and I shall be glad if you 
will bear this latter point especially in 
mind. 

24.—The question of titles to land should 
be settled ns early as possible; and in 
order to expedite the work of registration, 
tiolders of Jand should be allowed to re- 
gister their tides at‘an offica in the new 
territory instead of having to waste time 
by coming to an office in Victorias. Tho 
officer, moreover, who is entrusted with the 
duty of settling the land titles should, 
wittin reason, be given for the time being 
full powers to deal with all questions of 
the kind that may come bofore him. 
When all the land titles have been settled 
and proper surveys made, the principal 
land ofhce will. ke in Hongkong itself. 


The exsmination into titles should not be 


of too technical a nature, and where 
sthened occupation or improvements 
be shown, with no adverse claims 
fron wprivate individuals, a Government 
tle should be granted, even if no other 


rights ip regard. to laud will be a ‘great in- 
ductiient to content and loyalty and, to the: 
popularizing of British rule. 

25.—The land question, however, by no 
nivans ends here, and there will be much 
left to consider after the preliminary survey 
is completed. The land tax will no doubt 
bo nt first the principal source -of revenue, 
and it should be distinctly understood from 
the first that, as the land becomes more 
valuable, the tax will be subject to revision 
at intervals of years, It will also be neces- 
sary to consider what shall be the tenure 
of'Chown land. Seeing that the territory 
is held under leaso for ninety-nine years 
the question of freehold grants does not: 
ariac, and the Innd should be leased for 
stated periods, not exeeeding* the term 
which I have laid dpwn in the case of the 
present. colony with powers cf resumption 
on fair tormsif the public service requires it. 


26.—In desling with the question of 
what laws ‘of Hongkong should be oxtend- 
ed to the new territory I have not made 
any reforence to the administration of the 
criminal law.
